The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "the controlling unit is 
configured to control the signal line to be in an open state when the time hands are in 
the non-hand-driven state, except when a pulse is output from the amplifying unit during 
which the controlling unit controls the signal line to be in a high or a low state" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in claim 1 . 

The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed "wherein the controlling 
unit is configured to control the signal line to be in an open state when the time hands 
are in the non-hand-driven state, except when a pulse is output from the amplifying unit 
during which the controlling unit controls the signal line to be in a high or a low state" in 
combination with the remaining claim elements as set forth in claims 2 and 19.
